Neither upon the ground of a trade-mark, nor upon the 
ground of unfair competition, was the Capewell Horse Nail Co.

tled to an injunction against the Putnam Nail Co. using small 


checkmarks upon the front face of the horseshoe nails it makes, 
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The plaintiff had claimed the small checkmarks which were 1m- 
pressed into the nails in the manufacture, as a trade-mark to 
distinguish its horseshoe nails from those of other concerns. 
The court decides that the checks were never adopted or pro- 
claimed by the concern as its trade-mark, and that there was no 
unfair competition by the Putnam Company in using the checks 
for its nails, as its goods are not packed or represented in such 
a way as to deceive purchasers in the course of trade into believ- 
ing its nails were Capewell nails.

The Hardware business in its prosecution proceeds as 
vigorously as ever, an activity demonstrated by the neces- 
sity for purchasing Winter goods by the retailer, the 
demand for which is insistent and moving with great 
urgency. Manufacturers are still receiving good orders, 
in which instances are reported of immediate deliveries 
being insisted upon. Builders’ Hardware is still in good 
request, and the jobbers are doing their very best in clos- 
ing the specifications in previous orders, many of which 
are as yet incomplete. 

The weather as yet has not been severe in many parts 
of the country, although the imminent approach of the 
holiday season has created an unusual activity belonging 
especially to that time of the year. Holiday goods are 
being purchased liberally, to supply the wants of a popu- 
lace that have experienced the most favorable conditions 
and are known to have the wherewithal to purchase 
handsomer supplies than usual, all classes sharing in the 
prosperity. The contemplated additions to stock for thts 
purpose are largely made up of finer goods than have pre- 
viously been deemed advisable, and represent a broaden- 
ing sense of what will be required in this branch of the 
business, there being no limit to the possible variety 
needed for advanced ideas. 

The most attractive goods are purchased, for the holt- 
day season especially, while a dealer’s success with cer- 
tain lines makes it frequently necessary to carry the same 
throughout the year. A larger line of Plated Ware than 
is customarily carried in stock, fine grades of Cutlery, 
especially Carver and Steel Sets, are added to previous 
assortments, and Thanksgiving Day is becoming more 
and more important, as the necessity for catering to a 
finer taste includes that day as one for which it is wisdom 


to make a proper provision. 

For the Christmas trade generally, particularly fine 
goods are annually demanded by the consumer. The 
larger retail houses find it is good policy to carry in some 
cases Solid Silver even, in limited patterns, and Cut 
Glass in a few designs and salable shapes, as the 
presence of a few of these things greatly enhances the 








assortment. . Lamps. of a holiday elaborateness, aid even 


‘a few styles of-clocks, not too large and of moderate de- 


sign, are not considered out of place in a retail stock at 
the present time. 

The regular goods are looked after just as care ‘ully as 
ever throughout the season when special goods increase 
the usual demand. On some of the lines that are largely 
bought merchants advise the early purchase while condi- 
tions are favorable for prompt shipment before naviga- 
tion closes. Even goods that may be wanted for early 
Spring come under this head. 


Profiting by the lessons taught in other seasons, early 
orders are being placed for Spring delivery of Wire 


Cloth and Poultry Netting as representing a class of 
goods for which the market becomes congested with 
Spring orders for early delivery. 

Take it all in all, the outlook for future business 
couldn’t be better; and a heavy trade for the season may 
be prepared for, to carry through the winter months. 





KEEP UPTO DATE IN EVERYTHING. 
It’s a good thing to have courage; but courage does not consist 
in hanging on to expensive details after common sense advises 
one to let go. 


We often hear about the unoccupied space in Hardware stores 
where lack of arrangement of shelving occasioned the sacrifice

of both capacity and neatness; but what about the shelf upon 
shelf of out-of-date goods from which the dealer does not be- 
come separated because he cannot bring himself to the point of 
making a sacrifice in the price? True, they may have cost him all 
he is asking for them, but if they are becoming more and more 
out of date an immediate sale at half the original price is pref- 
erable to continued storage. 

Space in a well-equipped store is valuable and that dealer 1s 
losing money who is not making it a thing of value to him. Not 
only should it represent a direct value in itself, but the aim of 
every retailer should be to render every possible foot of space 
of indirect value by making it contribute a little toward making 
the entire store an up-to-date affair. 

Nails and such staple goods must be carried over, but much 
of both the shelf and heavy Hardware now on the market 1s so 
liable to give way to new plans and contrivances that to carry tt 
over from one season to another is expensive, risky and, in many 
cases, very unprofitable. 


UTILIZING SPACE PROFITABLY. 


A certain drummer called upon a Hardware dealer recently 
with a line of goods that took the merchant’s eye as a specially 
good local seller. One difficulty confronted him; the goods were 
bulky and he had not room for them. 

A glance over the crowded shelves and piled up counters made 
this excuse seem legitimate, but the practiced eye of the drummer 
had seen something. He looked at his watch, and, finding him- 
self with a few hours to spare before train time, said: 

“If I convince you that you have plenty of room will you give 
me an order?” 

“T certainly will,’ was the reply, and the drummer went to 
work. 

A stack of blankets was neatly folded and piled up. Shelf 
boxes that had been jammed in any way were straightened, and 
in many instances the contents of two half-empty boxes of the 
same goods were emptied into one. Plows and heavy Hardware 
were rearranged, not always with a view to occupying the least 
space so much as to avoid future handling and dragging about 
to show them up. In less than an hour the merchant gave the 
order and then went on with the task in which the drummer had 
given him so practical an object lesson. 


INTEGRITY. 


It is not so much what is said as who says it; and not so 
much what is made as who makes it. In these days of machine 
made products by which exteriors are practically alike, we are 
apt to lose sight of the invisible. Who, in looking at a magnif- 
icent skyscraper thinks of the merit of its foundation: And 
yet, for about six or seven stories under the ground, lies the 
sustaining integrity and heavily burdened element of the fifteen oF 
twenty stories above. Who buys good clothes on the mere hasty 
glance at the fair exterior? We trust to the tailor who makes 
them; yet all clothes at first look alike to most people, 
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BE READY TO GIVE OR TAKE. 

The success or failure of many a business man has been deter- 
mined by the way he said “Ouch!” when the hammer of adversity 
hit his mercial thumb. No more serious failure can be en- 
countered than that of a man’s confidence in his own situation. 
When he really considers himself down and out he is apt to either 
give up sheer discouragement or takes a desperate chance in 
some speculative venture that lands him into disgrace as well 
as disa 

The ww who meets his troubles whistling is pretty certain 
to met ith something to encourage him by and by, even if he 
does 1 ucceed in getting prosperity by the tail at once. Not 
long since a Hardware dealer who had ground out a pretty stiff 
grist of financial set-backs told the writer that had he at the 


outset had any idea how much adversity a man can stand up 


under might have been riding along on Easy Street during 
most of the years he had been picking his way step by step over 
the by-paths of half-heartedness. 

THINGS TO BE THOUGHT OF. 

As no one else comes quite so closely in contact with the cus- 
tomer as the clerk or salesman his personality should be a matter 
of considerable concern to the careful employer. Much has 
been said about dress, a good voice and the various characteristics 
that al to the eye or ear of the customer, but a good deal 
might he said, which hasn’t been, regarding the appeal to another 
sense—smell. 

One clerk reeks with the vilest and rankest “navy plug.” The 
next exhales such liberal cigarette fumes that the most devoted 


lover of the weed revolts at this enforced second-hand enjoyment 
But perhaps the third makes the offenses of the other two a wel- 
come relief from odors peculiar to his own person with which he 
renders the air heavy. 

And the difficulty of it all is that the offender is usually so sat- 
urated with the fumes he does not notice them. It is com- 
paratively easy to reprimand wilful offense or correct thoughtless- 
ness, but a case of this kind should only be undertaken by that 
member of the firm who has the greatest amount of tact. Still, 
in justice to the firm, the public, and, more than all, to the inno- 
cent offender himself, correction should be made.

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A SCREEN SELLING COMPANY ORGANIZED. 


The Continental Company, with general. offices in the Penob- 
scot Building, Detroit, Mich., has been incorporated under the 
laws of the State of Michigan, and will act as direct representa- 
tive of the following manufacturers of Screen Goods:

A. M. Bentley has been chosen president of the company and 
W. B. Phillips manager. 

As outlining the policy of the company, the following as- 
nouncement made by it will be of interest: 


It is believed that the handling of the product of the several fac- 
tories, whose names appear on the title page, and the consequent co- 
operation of the various interests will result in improved conditions 
for all the trade. 

The policy is to be broad and liberal and the aim is to make the 
organization permanent. 

The purpose is to make prices which, while enabling these modern 
factories to make moderate earnings, will yet be so low as to discour- 
age demoralizing competition. 

It was expected that prices would be ready by November 1, but a 
complete and careful revision of factory costs as well as important 
changes in the method of quoting prices and delay in the publication 
of catalogues will necessitate a delay of a few days, possibly until on 
or about November 10. Quotations will then be sent to the former 
customers of each factory, and a representative of this agency will 
call as soon as possible in all territory where factories have hereto- 
fore been represented. 

It is desirable to retain for each factory its former customres, and 
while this agency has no purpose of attempting to dictate in such 
matters and will most cheerfully accept specifications for any of the 
factories, it is hoped that patrons will co-operate with the Continentai 
Company in the equitable distribution of business among the fac- 
tories. This will be of mutual benefit, as an oversold factory cannot 
well give the best service. 

It is, however, apparent that this agency can aid in giving better 
service to the trade, since if a factory becomes oversold another of 
the factories can, no doubt, at once relieve the situation with goods 
which will become standardized as the agency becomes older. Econo- 
mies in freight can also sometimes be effected through the widely dis- 
tributed locations of our factories. 

One of the strongest reasons for organizing this agency was the oft- 
repeated request of jobbers all over the United States. 

While this agency cannot guarantee profits to its jobbing friends, 
and is at present unable to adopt “restricted prices’ to the retail 
trade, it will use its best efforts to prevent price cutting, and expects 
to be in a position to aid in the maintenance of prices and will co- 
operate with the jobbing trade to that end. It will also co-operate 
with jobbers who are not patrons of this agency in all matters for 
the general betterment of the trade. 

THE CONTINENTAL COMPANY. 

For two or three years the screen manufacturers have been 
urged by the jobbers to effect some kind of an organization or te 
co-operate in some manner to improve the general condition. 
There has been a capacity for over-production of screen doors 
and window screens of nearly forty per cent. for the past year 
or so, and this has resulted in such indiscriminate cutting of 
prices that even the strongest and best manufacturers have actu- 
ally operated their plants at a loss. 

The manufacture of window screens and screen doors is a 
business in which it is impossible to obtain anything like a 
monopoly, for the reason that it is an easy business to get into. 
It is, therefore, the desire of the factories to make their prices 
as low as possible so as 

TO DISCOURAGE 


NEW COMPETITION. 


On the other hand, there would be little object in co-operation 
unless there could be some improvement in the earnings of the 
different factories. In one regard the factories are badly handi- 
capped, and that is the advance in the cost of lumber. During 
the past year the lumber for a dozen screen doors is said to have 
advanced from over $1 per dozen for the common screen doors 
to considerable more than that amount for the fancy patterns— 
that is, there has been an advance of more than $10 per thousand 
in screen door lumber, and suitable lumber is so scarce as to be 
almost unobtainable at the present time. 


CHANGE IN METHOD OF PRICING. 

The Continental Company will introduce a system of making 
a net price for each size of screen doors. The base door will be 
the 2 foot 6 inch by 6 foot 6 inch size.

why cannot the man who has a first-class hammer to sel] put 
it and its proverbial companion, “the looking-glass,” in the hands 
of a bright-faced though spoiled kid, and let the camera do the 


rest? Children play no small part in the successful advertising 
of the present. ; 

Picking up a trade publication, the eyes fell upon a full-page ad. 
for a cow tie. Aside from the illustration of the tie, which re- 
quired but a small part of the page, there was very little use 
made of the space. What a fine half page might have heen given 
to a pleasing landscape with some prize winner in the foreground 
secured by one of these ties. Turning a few pages, this very 
idea was to a certain extent materialized, though evidently de- 
signed solely for utility, not art. No restful trees or quiet 
stream appear in the rear—only bare barn walls. The expres- 
sion on the face of the bovine is not indicative of the content- 
ment which a first-class tie should inspire. The man on the 
hunt of the article would probably be attracted; but the possible 
convert might easily pass it by. 

Household specialties, as carpet sweepers and floor cleaners, 
are aS promising subjects as baking powder or cereal. Yet we 
all know the attractive figures which appear in the latter. Let 
grace in motion combine with beauty in feature, and the woman 
pushing the carpet sweeper has a chance for her share of 
attention. 

Just think what the dealer in angling goods might present in 
the way of beautiful scenery. Those who cater to the hunter's 
wants can add natural history specimens to his attractions, deer 
or grouse being represented under cover of the Blank & Co. rifle. 

For the ice cream freezer man there is the pastoral scene with 
the dairy herd—snowbound, preferably; ice skates are suggestive 
of the ice-covered stream bordered by evergreens and _ thronged 
with merry figures; the Christmas turkey as manipulated by a 
brand-new carving knife of superior make would certainly attract 
notice; the small boy getting his hair cut might do for the clipper 
ad.; beauty in architecture and interior decoration should be 
remembered by the paint and varnish man; the prospective cap-

And. first of all, I want to say just another word about the 
demand for sewing machines. The sewing machine is just as 


as the plow and as universal in its sphere as the clock. 


cess: 
The world could get along without Pianos, but could not main- 
tain its high plane of civilization without the sewing machine. 
While it may perhaps be true that people do not feel the need 
of a sewing machine like they do that of food and clothing, at 


the same time, the need exists, only it has got to be aroused. 

A sewing machine sale is an exchange of values. The value 
of money is well known to all. In order to effect a sale, you 
must offer something not only the equal in the judgment of your 
customer for the price asked, but also something which he needs 
and wants to use. Take, for example, the lawn mower. It will 
not be sold if the customer does not consider that it is worth the 
price or if he agrees that it is worth the price or objects that he 
has a lawn mower or that he has no lawn on which to use it. 

Now, you have two things to do. First, to show that the ma- 
chine you offer is worth the price asked, and, second, to show the 
individual in front of you how she can personally make use of 
the machine. In what do the values you offer consist? 

If you are selling a drophead style of sewing machine you are 
not merely offering a sewing machine, but you are also giving 
your customer a handsome and attractive piece of furniture and 
which can readily be used for a convenient center table. 

The most eloquent description which merely paints a picture 
of a sewing machine might only convince the individual in hand 
that it would be worth the price to other people. “It’s a nice 


machine, but I guess not to-day,’ means, being translated, “I 
do not see why I need it.” You are nearer to an order with such 
a person in showing up your sewing machine than you are with 
the next person with whom you must go over the same ground. 
You are now half-way to a sewing machine sale, but your cus- 
tomer jects. 

An objection is an opportunity. This is a text upon which 
you can preach the very sermon your customer wants to hear. 
“I have no time to sew” means “If I had more time, I would 
buy your sewing machine and gladly use it.” “My wife does not 


sew’ means “I would like to buy her a good sewing machine.” 
In such cases, any picture you can paint showing why and how 
the sewing machine you offer should be purchased and operated 
will be welcomed. Most people wish to be persuaded. They 
don't let you see it because they have been schooled from child- 
hood that they ought to save their money. Therefore, in selling 
sewing machines you must expect objections, and train yourself 
to make each one the basis of a winning as well as selling argu- 
ment. Pleasant or happy answers are what are wanted. Never 


be dismayed. There is always a good and happy reply to any 
objections if you would only use your mother wit to find it. 

The most common objection brought forth to-day against buy- 
ing a sewing machine is that the party cannot afford it. In this 
connection, the following answer has been used to good and 
excellent advantage. 

“T believe I know how you feel at present about that, Mrs. 
Jones—we all have to economize more or less, but at the same 
time, | cannot help but feel that if you really wanted a thing very 
badly and a little money was all that stood in the way, you 
would manage to raise the money. Now, the only way I can 
possibly hope to secure your consent is to make you want the 
sewing machine so badly that after I have explained its princi- 
pal features, you wilf really feel that you cannot afford to be 
Without one. I know that you will at least give me a few mo- 
ments in which to tell you more about the sewing machine and 
Whatever your decision then may be, I promise to abide by it 
cheerfully. You remember the old Bible saying, Mrs. Jones, 
‘Hear al! things and hold fast to that which is good.’ ” 

There are many different ways of retailing a sewing machine, 
any one of which, if followed up industriously, will make sales, 
Provided you select the one suited to the conditions with which 
you are surrounded and the idiosyncrasies of your customers. 


—its good qualities—the durability of the machine—the conven- 
ience and completeness of the attachments. 

I believe there is a large and growing field for the sale of 
sewing machines right in the heart of the territory of you who 
read this. Broadly speaking, good territory is in any locality 
where industrious people are found, the majority of whom are 
not yet supplied with sewing machines. It is a well-known axiom 
among those who are familiar with the work of soliciting that 
“It is the man who makes the territory” rather than “The terri- 
tory makes the man.” 

Territory is really a question of physical geography. Poputa- 
tion follows the water courses, pouring off the hills and settling 
in the rich river valleys. These are usually the best territories. 

Every hour that the Hardware dealer devotes to the sale ot 
sewing machines is time well spent and will eventually bring good 
results. There are various other special lines that have their sea- 
sons, but the sewing machine is always seasonable. The manu- 
facture and sale of sewing machines each year enters into the 
millions and if you take up a line of good family sewing machines 
distributed by your jobber, the number of sewing machines that 
you can sell annually is limited only by your ability in handling 
the proposition and your persistence in pushing it: 

The trial business may be used in extreme cases, but I would 
do as little of it as possible. From my experience, the longer a 
sewing machine is left on trial the less chance there is of selling 
it. Either the machine will get out of order and discourage the 
customer or some competitor will come along and while the inter- 
est aroused in his machine by a good showing up is still warm, 
close the sale. When you have shown up your sewing machine 
thoroughly and to the best of your ability and your customer has 
become interested in it, then is the time to close the sale if pos- 
sible, either by all cash or a partial payment, with the privilege 
that if the machine is not satisfactory after a sufficient trial that 
it can be returned and another machine supplied or money re- 
funded. In this way, many sales may be effected immediately 
that might otherwise hang fire and never materialize

WIRE--ITS DIFFERENT SHAPES. 

There is a popular impression that wire is simply a small. round 
shape like wire in a broom, a piano, a barbed wire fence, or in 
the ever ready bale tie or baling wire, that is always lying 
around and can be used for anything—in fact, it is so common one 
gets it tangled up in his wheel or puts his foot in a snarl of it 
when on a walk. But wire is not confined to this popular shape, 
says the American Wire Rope News. It has many shapes and 
torms. It is flat, square, oblong, oval, star-shaped—in fact, any 
shape that may be desired. These are the days of automatic 
machines into which is fed a shape of soft steel at one end, while 
out of the other comes a finished bicycle hub, a knife blade. 
nail-clipper, pencil holder and a thousand other shapes. 


To operate these automatic machines for the best results, the 
shape that is fed into them should be the nearest possible to the 
final form wanted. It is up to the wire maker to do this and an 
idea of the result is shown in an illustration which shows a 
section of pinion wire. This is drawn into star shape just 
about the same way as drawing wire plain round. This star 
shaped wire is then sawn into slices, thus making cog wheels. 

Great progress in this form of manufacture has been made in 
the past few years, so that it is now possible to put on the mar- 
ket many articles at an easy-selling cost that were previously too 
costly to sell. Where a great deal of shaping has to be done on 
the lathe, in order to put the “raw” material in form for final 
cutting in an automatic machine, the cost of production is con- 
siderable. Wire-drawing is the cheapest method of reducing 
to the net shape. 

The shapes that are covered by the term “wire” are, therefore, 
many and varied, from a flat knife blade, a piece of shafting or 
a moulding wire to a small, round wire that calipers as fine 
as a hair. Tensile strength, of course, does not figure materially 
in this odd-shaped wire, as it is only needed to be of soft steel 
to readily cut into shape in the automatic machines. Wire that 
has the greatest tensile strength is piano wire, which is made to 















sustain tremendous loads with the least stretch; but such a wire 
would be impracticable for cutting and shaping machines on 
account of its great hardness. Rope wire has to be made of 
great tensile strength, but soft enough to be flexible, thus stand- 
ing the great amount of bending, and at the same time hard 
enough not to yield readily to abrasion. Telegraph and telephone 
wire must be of a quality to carry electricity the quickest, and at 
the same time strong enough to bare itself from pole to pole 
against wind pressure and ice. And so on through the vast list 
of different kinds of wire, most every one of which has to be made 


for the specific use it is to be put to. 


THE I. M. E. GAS IRON. 


Central Mfg. Co., Binghamton, N. Y., is manufacturing the 
I. M. E. Gas Iron, which ought to meet with a large sale. It is 
made of iron, nickel-plated polished around the base, and 
equipped with a wood handle, which is always cool, with a gas 
pipe connection with air regulator. The general appearance of 
the iron is shown in the accompanying illustrations. The lower

cut shows the corrugated base with the frame over the bottom 
of the iron. Hanging over this corrugated base is an asbestos 
deflector. When attached to the gas jet by means of a flexible 
tube the gas rushes past the intake and draws in air. This pro- 
vides a large amount of oxygen, which causes the gas to burn 
with a blue, intensely hot flame. A lug near the heel spreads the 
flame and insures uniform heat of the entire bottom of the iron. 
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SECTIONAL VIEW OF IRON. 


The asbestos deflector turns the flame on to the corrugations and 
keeps the base hot and the top of the iron cool. The neck acts 
as a combustion chamber and chimney, insuring the complete 
combustion of the gas, thus preventing all smoke and smell. 
Among the advantages which this improved iron makes possible 
are: It saves carrying coal and ashes and building and caring for 
the fire. It saves tramping back and forth between the stove 
and the ironing board. It saves cleaning the iron because the 
I. M. E. is always clean because it never touches the stove, and 
consequently never becomes pitted. It saves the time of building 
a coal fire and waiting for the iron to heat. It saves the time 
of changing cool irons for hot ones, &c., &c. The dimensions are: 
Length, 6% inches; width at the back, 4 inches; weight, 6 pounds. 


THE TEN-YEAR CLAUSE OF THE TRADE-MARK LAW. 


A decision of great importance to trade-mark owners has been 
rendered by the Commissioner of Patents, in which he holds that 
the so-called ten-year clause of the new trade-mark act, which 
went into force April 1, does not authorize the registration in 
the Patent Office of trade-marks, even though exclusively used 
by their alleged owners for ten years preceding the enactment of 
the new law, unless the mark is of such a character that it could 
be protected in the absence of registration by action brought in 
a court of equity under the common law. 

It was naturally assumed that under the ten-year clause any 
trade-mark exclusively employed by a manufacturer or dealer 
for ten years prior to April 1, 1905, could be registered under 
the new law, and many applications have since been made upon 
that understanding. In nearly all instances the marks thus of- 
fered for protection have been registered, but in the case upon 
which the Commissioner has just ruled there is presented an 
illustration of a class of marks employed by their users for ten 
years or more, but which, although in undisputed use, could 
not have been protected at common law. Prominent in this class 
of marks are devices in the similitude of the national flag, the 
coat of arms of the United States or of a State, the official seal 
of any branch of the Federal or State governments, geographical 
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and other names which cannot be appropriated to the exclusive 
use of an individual, &c. All such marks the Co missioner 
holds to be non-registrable-—Metal Worker.

ALIENS—RIGHT TO HOLD REAL ESTATE. 


Question: Is there anything to prevent a person who is not 
a citizen of the United States from holding and selling real 
estate in the State of New York? After he dies will his rea] 
estate descend to his children who are not citizens? 

RepLty: An alien in New York can buy and hold real estate 
But his title is subject to be defeated at any time by the para- 
mount right of the State. That is to say, the State may deprive 
him of the title to his real estate by appropriate proceedings, A 
purchaser from an alien, however, gets a good title. And even 
if a proceeding is started against an alien to forfeit his property, 
he can stop such a proceeding by filing a declaration of his inten- 
tion to become a citizen. After such declaration has been filed 
he can freely own and dispose of real estate for a period of six 
years. The alien children of an alien owner of real estate who 
has not prior to his death filed a declaration of his intention to 
become a citizen cannot inherit his real property in the State of 
New York. 

INFANT—LIABILITY FOR CLOTHING. 


QuesTION: If a minor goes to a dealer and buys a suit of 
clothes and agrees to pay thirty dollars for it, is he bound to pay 
for it? Must he pay the agreed price if it is worth less? 

Repty: As a general rule an infant minor is not responsible 
for his contracts. He can disaffirm them, even though he has 
received benefits under them. This rule is subject to an excep- 
tion in the case of articles which are necessary; and by this 
term is meant, food, lodging, clothing and medical attendance 
which are suitable to his means and station in life. Assuming 
that this suit of clothes was a necessity, he can be held liable 
to pay for it. But he is not liable if his guardian or parents 
have supplied him with sufficient clothing; and he is not liable to 
pay the contract price, but only the actual value of the clothing 
purchased. 


EFFECT OF ILLNESS ON EMPLOYEE’S RIGHT TO WAGES. 

QuEsTION : We hired a salesman under contract for six months. 
After he had been with us three months he became sick and 
unable to continue in our employment. At the time he fell sick, 
one month’s salary was due. Are we bound to pay this, when 
he has failed to stay with us six months as he agreed? 

Repty: If the salesman had left your employment without 
reasonable cause, he could not recover anything for his services 
for the period during which he worked for you. But it is well 
settled that when an employee under a contract for the rendi- 
tion of personal services for a specified time is disabled by sick- 
ness from fully peforming the contract, he may recover the value 
of such services as he has actually rendered. Sickness under 
such circumstances is deemed by the law to be the act of God, 
which excuses the employee from further performance. 


SELLER’S REMEDIES IF BUYER REFUSES TO TAKE 
GOODS. 


Question: We sold a bill of goods for $456 to a customer and 
the goods were consigned to our order at the town where his 
place of business is. He has now refused to take them. Can we 
compel him to do so? 

Repty: A vendor of personal property has three remedies 
against his vendee who is in default. The seller may hold the 
property for the buyer and sue for the purchase price; or he may 
sell the property as agent and recover any deficiency resulting; 
or he may keep the property as his own and recover the differ- 
ence between the contract price and the market price at the time 
and place of delivery. This rule applies not only where the title 
has passed, but also to cases where the agreement is executory 
and there has been an offer to deliver the goods and a refusal 
of the buyer to take them.

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THE INTER-MOUNTAIN WEST 








Whether for stock jobbing purposes or whether because of an 
actual knowledge ‘of conditions, the Wall Street crowd spoke 
truly when they prophesied another year of great business pros- 
perity for the West. Good business in the West means activity 
in the East—a constant demand for manufactured goods of New 
England—-for agricultural implements, for mining tools, for 
building materials and for Hardware of every description. There 


is hardiv a town west of the Missouri River in which to-day 
there is not more building taking place than at any time in the

Here in this inter-mountain country business has been never 
better than at the present time. The railroads are handling all 
the business possible with their present facilities. New rolling

Twenty years ago it was thought that mining would 
be the only industry of this country—to-day Colorado is shipping 
large quantities of garden products and cattle, Utah and Idaho 
many carloads of fruit to Eastern markets, and at good profits to 
the producer. The higher prices of metals have brought many 
old mines into the ranks of good dividend payers.

The large amount of dry lands that- have been put under irri- 
gation have brought thousands of settlers into this country who 
are all in one way or another doing their part to help develop the 
resources and increase the general prosperity of the country. 
All these causes are working together, and the effect is the great 
activity in business, which is more marked than at any time dur- 
ing the past decade. And the outlook is very satisfactory for the 
next two vears. 

Located in the centre of the richest part of the great State of 
Idaho, Boise, the capital, and metropolis of a rich country as 
large as New England, with resources far greater, is now grow- 
ing rapidly and 1s commanding a large and fast increasing busi- 
ness. One sees many improvements here in a year’s time. The 
big Hardware store of Fletcher, Eastman, Teller Co. has been 
remodeled and enlarged; new windows and new showcases add 
much to the appearance of the store. In speaking of trade con- 
ditions, Mr. Teller, of the firm, said: “The big irrigation canals 
that are being put through in the surrounding country are, of 
course, opening and developing much new land and creating a 
good market for much in the building line. 

The ranchers and fruit raisers are all making money, and 
Boise, being the natural centre, is, of course, feeling the benefits. 
We are really doing all the business we can handle. An air of 
general prosperity and business push about the place of the 
Fletcher-astman Tiller Co. spoke well of the business the con- 
cern 1s doing. 

The Carlson-Lusk Hardware Co. have succeeded to the busi- 
ness of the Coffin-Clinton Co. and are continuing the business 
both at wholesale and retail. This concern carry a large stock 
of mining machinery, in which a good, steady trade is carried 
on. The development of the Thunder Mountain country in the 
past hve years has brought Boise a big trade in mining supplies. 
_The only exclusively wholesale Hardware house in Boise is the 
Northrup Hardware Co. ‘This concern is now traveling six men 
and covering parts of these States. Mr. Northrup said business 
was exceedingly good and the outlook had never been better. 

The good business which has been experienced by all the mer- 
chants of Ogden, Utah, during the past eighteen months prom- 
ises to continue for some time to come. Wheelright Bros. have 
added materially to their stock of Hardware and crockery now 
occupying the new addition to their store. Mr. Wheelright said 
that business was good, and a steady demand for a better class 
ot Hardware. - 

Closely allied to the Hardware business is that of Browning 
Bros., whose sporting goods store here in Ogden is one of the 
largest in the Intermountain West. The stock of guns and rifles 
carried by Browning Bros. is not only large, but also very com- 
plete. This concern issue a large sporting goods catalogue and 
sell throughout the entire Western country, to the Pacific coast. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, is becoming each year more of a dis- 
tributing point for the great central Intermountain West. The 
railroad facilities here have been good, but now, with the com- 


ge of the new route to Los Angeles extending down through 
the Southwest, with the Western Pacific, the new Gould road 
te San lrancisco, actually being built, and the Denver short 


line, the ‘ \Moffat road” fast being extended through from Den- 
ver, Salt Lake City will in a year or two be the greatest railroad 
centre west of the Rocky Mountains. 





And all this railroad building is having a good effect on busi- 
ness here. Mr. F. W. Hornung, of the Strevell-Paterson Hard- 
ware Co., said that it was bringing much direct business and 
developing the country and opening a lot of new territory. The 
Strevell-Paterson Hardware Co. is the only exclusively wholesale 
Hardware concern in Salt Lake City and has been remarkably 
successful. Their trade is constantly growing and the firm have 
enlarged their big warehouse to better care for the increased 
business. The offices of the Strevell-Paterson Hardware Co.

The Zion Co-operation Mercantile Institute of Salt Lake City 
and Utah do an extensive Hardware business. F. S. Tingey is 
general manager of this department, being ably supported by 
Mr. Beattie, who is well posted in Hardware and sporting goods, 
and always has a pleasant word and cheerful greeting for all 
callers. 

A good retail business is carried on by the King Hardware Co., 
whose store is very centrally located and where a big stock of 
general Hardware and house furnishing goods is carried. Mr. 
King said business was very good, but that in some lines the 
profits were cut down very close. “Why, we secured a contract 
for the Hardware in a new building,” continued Mr. King, “the 
other day, which amounted to about $1,000; our bid was $1.50 
only below the other lowest bidder, and our profit is hardly $50 
on the whole job.” Mr. King said that he thought the compe- 
tition was closer here on builders’ Hardware than anywhere else 
in the United States, and certainly if this is a fair sample, it 
would seem to be so. On all sides new buildings are being 
erected and there is a good demand for all classes of goods, and 
seems very foolish for the Hardwaremen to be willing to handle 
business on such a close margin. 

A RETAIL ASSOCIATION NEEDED. 

What is needed in Salt Lake City is a Hardware Dealers’ 
Association. 

During the past year or two the skies about Leadville, Colo., 
have been brighter, and now there is a renewed mining activity 
there that in some ways resembles that of the old days twenty 
years ago, when Leadville was the greatest camp in the world. 
This has been brought about by the opening of some new mines 
and the striking of pay ore on lower levels. To be sure, the 
higher price of metals has something, too, to do with the gen- 
eral prosperity and the working of some of the old mines and 
cleaning up of some old dumps. At least this is the way W. M. 
Harvey, the proprietor of the Western Hardware Co., pointed 
out the conditions to your correspondent. Continuing, Mr. Har- 
vey said: “General business conditions are improving here all 
the time, collections are good, and there is no reason why we 
should not have good business for twelve months to come.” 
The store of the Western Hardware Co. is located at 226 North 
Sixth Street, and, in addition to general Hardware, a big busi- 
ness is done in Stoves and Ranges, and a very complete tin 
shop is maintained. , 

A bright, light and well arranged store is that of the H. H. 
Tomkins Hardware Co. at 431 Harrison Avenue. The large 
windows are used to good advantage to display tools and mining 
supplies, in which latter line a large business is done. 

One of the old established Leadville concerns is the Lead- 
ville Hardware Co., of which J. E. Foutz is secretary and treas- 
urer. Both a wholesale and retail business is carried on and a 
big stock is carried. 

THE SPORTING GOODS TRADE 

A remarkable thing about the Hardware trade in Leadville is 
that but a very limited amount of sporting goods is carried by 
these stores, while in almost every other Western city the Hard- 
waremen have practically corralled the sporting goods trade. 
And Leadville has probably as many sportsmen as any town of 
its size in the world—the result is that many of the fishermen 
here are sending to Denver and even away back East for their 
supplies. 

Pueblo, Colorado, the Pittsburgh of the West, is growing rap- 
idly, and in time will become one of the great distributing points 
for the central and Southern Intermountain trade. The great 
steel works here of the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. now employ 
some 7,000 men and are being worked in all departments continu- 
ally day and night; and on many of their products the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co. are sold up for months to come. 

J. M. Killen, of the Hardware concern of J. M. Killen & Co., 
in speaking of trade conditions, said: “Business here in Pueblo 
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has never been better than it is this Fall, and our wholesale trade 
through Colorado is growing each year. The trade in Sporting 
Goods is constantly increasing, and in all lines we are anticipating 
a large increase. J. M. Killen & Co. are very good advertisers 
and have been using a very clever advertising novelty this Fall 
in the way of a small wooden whistle. These are given to all 
applicants and it seemed as though each boy in Pueblo had one 
of the Killen whistles, on which is neatly printed, ‘I blow for 
J. M. Killen & Co., the popular Hardware store.’” 

All the Pueblo concerns carry a large stock. That of the 
Morrell Hardware Co. is very complete; this concern operates 
stores in Victor and Cripple Creek, the Pueblo establishment 
being in charge of Mr. Sweet. A. W. Morrell, who is at the 
head of the business, is one of Colorado’s most successful busi- 
ness men and looks closely after the business of the three big 
stores. _ 

Another enterprising Hardware concern of Pueblo is_ the 
Holmes Hardware Co. The store is large, well arranged and 
goods are attractively displayed. 

One of the younger, but no less pushing, merchants of Pueblo 
is T. S. Rainey, whose up-to-date Hardware store is located in 
the very centre of the city on Union Avenue. In addition to gen- 
eral Hardware a good line of fine tools and cutlery is carried. 
Mr. Rainey said that business was good and the outlook had 
never been better. 

Any Hardwareman in any of these Intermountain towns who 
attends faithfully to business, carries a fair stock and earnestly 
strives to please his customers, is bound to succeed. The de- 
mand for all classes and kinds of Hardware is constantly in- 
creasing and there seems to be plenty of money in circulation. 

HAM MERNAIL. 


AN ANCIENT PAIR OF SCALES. 
By Frep A. GANNON. 


The skeleton of Father Adam of the American scale family 
has lately been brought to light in an ancient barn upon historic 
Witch Hill in the old Puritan city of Salem, Mass. Its rusty 
bones give an idea of the once great strength and of the age of 
the scales, but their history is only traditional and fragmentary. 

Very probably these ancient scales were used when the early 
traders bartered with the Indians, exchanging trinkets, guns, pow- 
der and also whiskey for furs and skins. The spot whereupon 
they were found was once the outskirts of the town, where the 
colonial road ran by the river on its way to the town of Boston, 
It was an ideal place for trading, and later an inn was erected 
upon the spot. 

It is also quite possible that the fair and buxom Betty Hul} 
climbed upon one platform of the huge old balances, or a 
pair just like them, when her shrewd and rich father, Capt. 
John Hull, the mint master and coiner of the Pine Tree shillings, 
balanced the scales with silver shillings, equal in weight to his 
daughter, and then bestowed the silver upon his son-in-law for 
his daughter’s dowery. 

Very likely, too, Capt. John Gueer, the colonial marshal, 
frequently tested the weights of these scales, and placed upon 
them his official seal. Even in good colonial times, when all 
people were strictly honest we are told that it was a grievous 
trick of some dealers to sell goods by short measure. Hence, 
the colonial marshal found his task of sealing weights and mea- 
sures quite important even as early as 1636, and, no doubt, his 
services were quite profitable, for he received one pence for every 
weight and two pence for every measure he stamped, their owners 
paying the fee, and he confiscated all that he did not stamp. 

But Father Adam of the American scale family was a just and 
honest balance. He stood by the old tavern at the base of Witch 
Hill and along the Colonial Road.- An upright post of oak sup- 
ported him, and his strong oaken beam, nine feet long, was bal- 
anced exactly in its middle on a swivel, a fact which an iron in- 
dicator testified to by pointing to the zenith. 

The weights, which are preserved today, are blocks of iron, 
and the full set, which now is unfortunately broken, once in- 
cluded 1, 2, 7 and 14 pound weights, the latter being equal to a 
“stone.” And a remarkable coincidence among these weights 
was that a stone found among them weighed just 14 pounds. 
Very probably the stone was picked from the hillside. 

From the end of either arm of the beam hung platforms of 
double thickness of hard pine, each platform being about three 
feet square. These platforms are now preserved, as are the ropes 
by which they were at one time suspended from the arms of the 
beam. 

These balances must have been very accurate in their day, for 
despite their great age they weighed accurately lately, their own- 
er having tried them out of curiosity. But he found that they 
were too clumsy to handle and that the common platform scale 
of today served his purpose much better. 





These ancient scales were more accurate than the fabled scales 
of blinded justice at one period of the city’s history, for close 
by the spot where they rest to-day 19 victims of the cruel 
witchcraft superstition suffered martyrdom at the har of be- 
nighted judges and ministers. 

Antiquarians place the date of these scales at a date previoys 


to 1790, and very likely they were brought from England «t a much 
earlier date and set up in Salem village. The scales appeared to 
have had much use, and they probably continued in service 
until modern platform scales came into use. Then y were 
thrown into the loft of the barn on the Nichols estate, where 


they remained until they were recently brought to light 
This Nichols place has given up other treasures, notably the 


frame work of the first church in America, which was erected 
in 1629 in Salem. This church has been preserved, | the an- 
cient scales still rest in the barn loft, their days of usefulness 


over and their past a puzzle for the antiquarians.

TRADE PROSPECTS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


ries in all the principal centres of Hardware trade in this 


Enquiric L 
country point to a revival of business and an upward tendency in 
the prices of British-made Hardware. Some manufacturers af- 


frm that the long hoped for trade boom has already come, and 
point to the development of trade fast approaching, in conse- 
quence of the settlement of affairs in the far East. he activity 
of the representatives of the manufacturers of the United States 
manufactures in China, Japan and other Eastern countries 1s 
very apparent, and has possibly done something towards awak- 
ening up British makers,, who are now taking active measures 
to develop business in those countries. Scotch manufacturers 
and iron merchants are fully employed and are enabled to report 
that they have in hand many large orders for machinery and con- 
structional iron work. Colonial development is also satisfactory, 
and, in addition to other signs of improvement, orders appear 
to be coming in very freely from Australia and some portions of 
South Africa. Several London shippers have recently received 
good indents for American machinery as well as for the products 
of British implements and machinery makers. 
ASSOCIATION WORK. 

Association work is now in full swing and R. H. Smith, the 
general secretary ot the I. F. A., is enabled to report the forma- 
tion of more than one new association as the direct result of 
the mission work which he has recently taken part in. An im- 
portant association has been formed in North Wales, and the 
work mapped out for the members to undertake has been received 
with much favor by Cambrian ironmongers. This is the first 
attempt made to enter the Northern portion of the Principality. 
Your readers will, however, remember that the first Ironmongers’ 
Association formed in Great Britain was the one commenced at 
Swansea some ten years ago. Unfortunately, the parent associa- 
tion is now practically dormant, and the ironmongers of that 
portion of South Wales are either in too prosperous a condition 
to care about securing the undoubted benefits of association, or 
they prefer to work as isolated units. Fortunately the spirit of 
association is spreading in other parts and there are many iron- 
mongers who have lived quite apart from any intercourse with 
their brother traders who are now anxiously enquiring as to the 
possibility of combining outlying districts and so obtaining at 
least some of the advantages of association. 

THE SUGGESTED NATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR IRONMONGERS’ ASSIST- 
ANTS. 

Ironmongers’ assistants have very generally taken up the ques- 
tion of forming local ironmongers’ assistants’ associations, and 
already several associations have been formed in important cen- 
tres. The assistants themselves as well as those who have helped 
to bring them together are taking great interest in the work. The 
consensus of opinion appears to be that the advantages of asso- 
cClation to young men far outweigh the possible friction which 
might arise from anything in the form of union, and that iron- 
mongers have very little cause to fear evil effects from the en- 
couragement they are giving to the present day movement. The 
Liverpool Ironmongers’ Assistants’ Association has been much im 
favor of the formation of a strong National Association, to 
which local associations, small or large, might be affiliated. The 
country, however, does not appear to be ripe for such an organi- 
zation and it is better to go forward steadily and encourage the 
formation of local associations in towns where the assistants ap- 
pear to desire it. In addition to the social side of the question 
there is the educational, and already some very intelligent men 
have been brought to the front even among the ironmongers’ 
assistants, resulting in the preparation of several very good papers 
dealing with topical educational matters in quite a masterly style. 
Associations and employers may do a large amount of work by 
encouraging their assistants to study the practical side of their 
business as well as simply acting as salesmen. The Ironmongers’ 
Chronicle recently announced a Workshop Competition offering 
substantial prizes to assistants who cared to compete for them; 
the main point being to encourage assistants in their study of the 
requirements of an ironmongers’ workshop; the way in which it 
should be organized, the tools and plant required to carry it on, 
and the best and most profitable kind of work to cater for. I under- 


stand this competition has been remarkably successful and that 
competitors from all parts of the country have shown a marked

improvement in trade knowledge.

AGRICULTURAL IRON MONGERS. oe 


| Some activity has been shown by agricultural ironmongers dur- 
ing the past few weeks in the sale of ploughing and cultivating 
machinery. Several interesting ploughing matches have taken 
place, in which ploughmen have successfully competed for valu- 
able and useful prizes. The trade generally is interested in these 
competitions, as the winning of champion prizes by ploughmen 
forms good matter for advertisements for the makers of the 
ploughs used, and also for the local agents handling them. Ameri- 
can manufacturers of ploughing and cultivating machinery are 
not very well represented in this country, although there are sev- 
eral well-known firms who are always in evidence on such occa- 
sions. Such names as Ransomes, of Ipswich; Hornsby, of Gran- 
tham, and Yates, of Doncaster, are known all the world over. 
The Wilkinson Plough Co., Ltd., of Toronto, appear to be making 
a bid for British trade, and the Kid-Kangaroo ploughs, handled 
in this country by F. C. Southwell & Co., have gained a large 
amount of popularity among British farmers. Mr. F. C. South- 
well, the head of the last-named firm, died suddenly a few days 
ago. He was a popular implement merchant and for many years 
handled the produces of the Deering Harvester Co., now incor- 
porated in the great Harvest Trust. The Osborne-Plane Co., 
Ltd., who distribute the products of the American Plane and Os- 
borne Companies, here continue to hold their own, and will, I 
understand, have an exceptionally well-staged exhibit at the 
Smithfield Show, which will be held at the Agricultural Hall, 
London, early next month. I hope to send you a report of that 
exhibition in my next letter. 


THE CARPET SWEEPER AMALGAMATLON FINALLY OFF. 


Your readers will, doubtless, have followed with interest the 
scheme of amalgamation which has been in progress for some 
months past, whereby it was intended to form a company in Great 
Britain, with James Pollit at its head, for the distribution of the 
products of the American Bissell Carpet Sweeper Co. and the 
English firm of Entwistle & Kenyon, who make the “Ewbank” 
sweeper. The two firms have long run in competition, and in 
consequence of friction having arisen between the members of 
the ironmongers’ associations and the manufacturers through al- 
leged sales by co-operative societies and other cutting firms, at fig- 
ures below the price maintained list efforts here set afoot to 
bring about some arrangement. The late President Bacon of 
the I. F. A. took an active part in attempting to settle matters, 
but his efforts came to nothing, owing to the announcement that 
an amalgamation was in course of progress, and that in a short 
time James Pollit would be enabled to carry through a scheme 
by which he would distribute the sweepers and be in a position to 
maintain agreed prices on all the goods he handled. Unfortunate- 
ly he has now been compelled reluctantly to state that the nego- 
tiations have been finally broken off. This fact is regretted by 
members of Hardware associations because it was a well-known 
fact that James Pollit, who has often been called “The Apostle 
of price maintenance,’ dreamed of even higher developments, 
and had in view a scheme whereby he would be in a position to 
import a number of domestic specialties, manufactured in the 
United States, boom them for all they were worth in this coun- 
try, and at the same time, secure the co-operation of ironmongers 
by a rigid system of price maintenance. 


PIANO WIRE. 

Some people do not figure on the wonderful requirements of 
this kind of wire. Aside from the mere tensile strength, a piano 
wire must be made so as to stretch evenly all the way through, 
and not only in the middle like a piece of gum a girl pulls out of 
her mouth. It must be perfectly round and of accurate gauge, 
else it be acoustically deficient and the work of the scale maker 
set at naught. It is given to but few acoustic engineers to de- 
sign a piano scale that is good and his life-work cannot be 
sacrificed to a poor wire. And so the aristocrat of the wire 
business is the piano wire. In the great plant of the American 
Steel & Wire Co. at Worcester, Mass., a separate building is 
devoted to this aristocrat, to make what it took forty years of 
study and experiment to perfect. A piano weighs about 800 
pounds, of which about 8 pounds is in the wire. There are about 
150,000 pianos made in the United States annually by 245 makers.

‘Thousand Wives 
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AMERICAN CHAIN MANUFACTURE. 


In considering various industries without delving to a con- 
siderable extent into their respective conditions, the average lay- 
man or mechanic has little idea to what degree of importance the 
work associated with each industry bears upon the public and 
manufacturing world. 

In describing the industry now under consideration—the manu- 
facture of chain—few, aside from the manufacturers themselves, 
have any idea as to the amount of money invested and the num- 
ber of persons employed in supplying the demand for chains. 
There are a thousand and one uses to which chains are applied, 
ranging from the gold chain worn about a woman’s neck for 
holding a watch to the large heavy steel chains employed on 
ships. 

A chain consists of a series of links, each interlocked so as to 
form a continuous strong and flexible metal line, capable of sus- 
taining heavy loads. Chains should be made of metal having 
ductility combined with strength and elasticity in the highest 
possible degree. Brittleness is an irremediable defect, as all chains 
are at times subject to sudden stresses and their loads could 
not be withstood if they were not elastic and ductible, and cap- 
able of taking up a considerable amount of energy of impact. 
Iron intended for chain-making must not only possess strength 
and ductility, but must also be capable of welding readily. 

The manufacture of the numerous varieties is performed by 
both hand work and machines. The best chain iron is of 
rather soft quality, and free especially from sulphur and phos- 
phorus, with just sufficient silicon to give good welding properties. 

The operations of manufacture consist in (1) cutting off the 
right length of bar for a link; (2) heating the body of the piece 
to a forging temperature, and bending it to shape with the aid 
of a former and pattern, leaving, however, the ends of the piece 
separated sufficiently to permit the later operation of welding; 
(3) heating the ends and forming the surfaces for welding ; (4) 
welding the link and giving it its final shape; (5) bringing it to 
gauge and smoothly finishing the surfaces, at the same time, if 
the stud is used, introducing it and closing down the link firmly 
upon it. The welding process is preceded by the introduction 


of the adjacent link of the chain. Sometimes quantities of links 
are made independently and afterward connected by intermediate 
links so as to form the continuous chain. 

The chief steps taken in machine-made chains are the winding 
of the links, cutting the links and welding. The link-winding 
machine consists of a horizontal shaft about 4 feet long, driven 
by a belt and pulley attached to one end, while on the other end 
of the shaft is attached a mandrel over which the iron or steel 
bar is to be wound. The mandrel varies in size according to the 
size of link desired, the outside dimensions of the mandrel being 
the inside dimensions of the link. Placed directly over the man- 
drel is a steel guide wheel, grooved to carry the wire, and which 
comes in contact with the mandrel by being tightly pressed 
against it by a powerful spring. The wire is fastened in the 
mandrel, the machine started, and the wire wound in a spiral 
of links, owing to the tight pressure of the guide wheel. When 
the spiral has reached a length of 6 feet, the winder is stopped, 
and the spiral cut from the rest of the coil. The spiral is next 
cut into links by a machine cutter, the cut being at an angle of 
60 degrees with the diameter of the rod. Each cut represents 
one link, the ends of which are cut scarfed, ready for closing. 
When a sufficient number of links are cut they are then heated 
and wedged together by means of a power hammer. A small 
band hammer is employed to add the finishing touches, 

The links, to be satisfactory, should have not less than 160 
per cent. of the strength of the original bar. The average for 
good chain work has been found to average about 165 per cent. 
Proving stresses, as adopted by the United States Navv De- 
partment, range from 34,000 pounds on a 1-inch chain to 121,000 
on a 2-inch cable. The differences of quality between the bar 
and link are due to the processes of heating and welding.— 
American Inventor.

THE SAN FRANCISCO TRADE. 

Commercial organizations in this city have this week been 
requested by the Pacific Coast Hardware and Metal Association 
to oppose an order recently issued by the Fourth Assistant Post- 
master-General that may make it easier for mail order houses 
to use the mails for the transaction of mercantile business to the 
detriment of the wholesalers and jobbers and also of many re- 
tailers. The order referred to abolished the names from the rural 
delivery boxes and substituted numbers therefor, so that every 
rural delivery box will soon have a number unless the order is 
modified. The advantage that can be gained by the mail order 
houses by the proposed new arrangement is explained to consist 
in the ease and little cost with which the rural population may be 
reached. Mail order houses have provided large mailing lists 
heretofore, at considerable expense, to insure the receipt of pack- 
ages of advertising circulars and other matter to enable them to 
get into touch with the rural population. When every box is 
numbered it will only be necessary to have a knowledge of the 
number of boxes in any district as a preliminary for sending 
broadcast the advertising matter calling attention to mail order 
When the facts became known to the Pacific Coast 
Hardware and Metal Association letters were written to other 
commercial organizations requesting them to take action. The 
mail order matter would therefore seem as likely to be again 
discussed at some length on this coast. 

Effective yesterday, November 15, the American Smelting and 
Refining Company, of this coast, announced concessions which 
will give the lead miners from Io to 17 cents more a unit for 
their product. Railroad men, producers, smelters, buyers and 
dealers all agree that the rearrangement of prices will result in 
an immense impetus to the mining industry of the coast. Old 
mines, which long have been closed down because of the absence 
of profit, are to be reopened, and properties which have been only 
paying expenses are to be put on a profitable basis. 

In my report of the last annual meeting of the California State 
Retail Hardware Association, months ago, it was stated that a 
committee was appointed to report on the advisability of an asso- 
ciation insurance company. The committee has reported to H. C. 
Jennett, president of the State Association, as follows: 

“We find that under the existing laws of the State we are un- 
able to form a mutual insurance company. We find there are 
eight mutual insurance companies that insure members of retail 
Hardware associations and that most of them insure both mer- 
chandise and dwellings of such members, and we recommend that 
a list of all such companies be sent to all members of the asso- 
ciation, and advise those thinking favorably of this form of instr-

THE USES OF A LOCAL EXHIBITION. 


There is, perhaps, uo better place for the Hardware man of an 
agricultural district to be than at the county Fair.

Last, but not least, whatever the display, let things be tidy 
around it. Good taste in arrangement has a decided commercial 
value also; if you havn’t it, at least you can be neat. Soiled 
aprons, greasy rags, dirty hands, misplaced articles and similar 
evidences of slackness or confusion are always detrimental to the 
very best display; in fact, a neat, clean and well kept booth is 
more attractive to the practical man or woman who is viewing 
with an idea of possessing than is the novel, elaborate and ex- 
pensive display which serves to attract and hold a crowd of 
sight-seers. 


TERMS EMPLOYED BY FORESTERS AND LOGGERS. 

“Terms Used in Forestry and Logging,” just published as 
Bulletin No, 61 of the Bureau of Forestry, affords tne tay 
reader an insight into a strange vernacular. 

The first half of the pamphlet is devoted to forestry. There 
we may read all the technical terms in good use, from “absolute 
forest land” to “yield table.” Many terms explain themselves, 
but where they are not so readily understood the short de- 
finition makes plain at once the idea conveyed and the need of a 
special word or phrase to convey it. Perspicuity, percision, and 
common sense seem to have been the objects sought by the com- 
pilers. 

On turning to the logging terms, which are listed in the last 
half of the bulletin, we come across some truly remarkable ex- 
pressions—terms which, though evidently derived from slang, 
are now in good use among woodsmen either throughout the 
country or in the region denoted in each case. There the un- 
initiated may learn the distinction between a “ball-hooter’ and 
a “boom rat,’ between the “bull cook” and a “cattyman” and 
find that none of them refers to any lesser animal than the 
logger himself. Among other creatures of the logging camp may 
be numbered also the “alligator,” the “dolphin,” the “dog,” the 
“pig,’ and the “roac donkey,” all names of objects endowed 
with life by the vernacular of the logger. The “alligator” proves 
to be “a boat used in handling logs;” the “dog” a “short, heavy 
piece of steel;” the “pig” a “rigging sled;” and the “roaa 
donkey” a donkey engine mounted on a heavy sled, etc. Birds 
are represented by the “blue jay” and the “rooster” (also called 
“gooseneck” ), reptiles by the “snake,” and insects by the “katy- 
did.” A tenderfoot intending a visit among the brawny loggers 
in the North Woods, the Appalachian Forest, or elsewhere, should 
find it decidedly in order to take along this bulletin. 

As the only reliable handbook of the kind in the language, 
Bulletin No. 61 will be in wide request among those interested 
in forestry and lumbering. It may be secured by application to 
the Forester, Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 


NEGLIGENCE—INTESTATE—ACTION—ALIENS. 

The New York Court of Appeals held, in the case of Alfson, 
Adm’r, vs. The Bush Company, Limited, that an action may 
be maintained for negligently causing the death of an intestate 
notwithstanding his widow and next of kin are all non-resident 
aliens. The court said: “It is difficult to conceive of any argu- 
ment springing from public policy, sound reason or a proper dis- 
crimination between the rights of the citizen and the alien that 
should prevent the alien husband, wife or next of kin of a laborer 
killed by reason of his employer’s negligence from receiving those 
damages that a jury has awarded a local legal representative who 
derives his authority from acts under the control of the Surro- 
“gate’s Court. The damages are imposed upon a negligent em- 


ployer as compensation to those who suffer by his act, and there is 
no valid reason, as it occurs to us, why they should not be paid 
to the survivors, whether residing here or in some foreign 
jurisdiction. The statute not only benefits the survivors but pro- 
tects the laboring man, as it tends to enforce observance by the 
employer of the rule requiring him to furnish his) servant a safe 
in which to work.” 
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COMMERCE IN MANUFACTURES AND MANUFACTURERS’ 
MATERIALS. 


The foreign commerce transacted by and for the manufac- 
turers of the United States will amount to more than a billion 
dollars in the calendar year 1905. In the nine months ending 
with September, for which the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, has just announced its 
figures of our foreign commerce, the imports of materials for 
use in manufacturing amounted to $422,000,000, and the exports 
of manufactures amounted to $424,000,000, a total of $846,000,000 
in nine months, or an average of $94,000,000 per month, or more 
than $3,000,000 per day for the manufacturing interests alone. 
Should the imports of manufacturers’ materials and the exports 
of manufactures continue at approximately similar rates during 
the remainder of the year, the total of manufacturers’ materials 
imported and of manufactures exported would considerably ex- 
ceed $1,000,000,000. 

Manufacturers’ materials now form practically one-half of the 
total imports of the United States, or, to be more exact, 48.4 per 
cent.; and manufactured articles form practically 40 per cent. of 
the total domestic exports, or, to be more accurate, 39.26 per 
cent. In 1890 manufacturers’ materials formed 33 per cent. of the 
total imports and manufactures formed but 20 per cent. of the 
total domestic exports. Manufacturers’ materials imported in 
the nine months ending with September, 1905, were practically 
twice as great in value as in the corresponding months of 1890; 
while manufactures exported in the nine months ending with 
September, 1905, were practically four times as great as in the 
corresponding months of 1890, the figures for the nine months 
periods of the years named being, for manufacturers’ materials 
imported in 1890, $208,000,000, and in 1905, $422,000,000; and 
of manufactures exported in 1890, $113,000,000, and in 1905, 
$424,000,000. Thus the exportation of manufactured articles has 
grown much more rapidly than the importation of manufac- 
turers’ materials, suggesting that the exporters of the country 
are drawing, year by year, a relatively larger proportion of their 
raw materials from our own country. 

The fact, however, that manufacturers’ materials now form a 
larger proportion of the total imports than in earlier years sug- 
gests that the growing requirements of the people of the United 
States in other lines are now being more fully met through home 
industries than ever before, while an analysis of the imports 
now brought into the country shows that a growing share of 
these increasing imports is of articles requiring for their produc- 
tion climatic conditions not existing in the United States. Of 
tropical and subtropical products alone the quantity brought into 
the United States from abroad (including that supplied by its 
non-contiguous territory) amounted in the fiscal year 1905 to 
over $500,000,000, against less than $3,000,000 in 1890, and $140,- 
000,000 in 1870, and much of this is manufacturers’ materials, 
such as India rubber, raw silk, hemp, jute, tobacco, cabinet woods, 
chemicals, etc. Other classes of manufacturers’ materials of 
which the United States does not supply sufficient for its own 
requirements are tin, hides, wool, and many less important ar- 
ticles, while considerable quantities of copper (of which the 
United States is the world’s largest producer) are shipped from 
the adjacent countries of Mexico and Canada into the United 
States, where facilities for smelting and marketing justify this 
movement of copper into the greatest copper-producing country 
of the world—the United States. 

Manufacturers’ materials imported in the month of September, 
1905, aggregated $47,000,000 against $24,000,000 in September, 
1890; while manufactures exported in September, 1905, amounted 
to $48,000,000, as against $14,000,000 in the corresponding month 
of 1890. In the nine months’ periods of the years named manu- 
facturers’ materials imported amounted to $422,000,000 this year 
to date, as against $208,000,000 in 1890; while manufactures ex- 
ported amounted to $424,000,000 in 1905, as against $113,000,000 
in 1890.

READ TRADE PAPERS. 

Trade papers have for many years played an important part 
in the development of American business, and every year finds 
them more widely read than ever before. This is as it should be, 
only it is to be hoped that men in all lines of business will 
realize the possibilities to be derived from the careful reading 
of literature of this kind, and that they will give it the attention 
and support it so richly merits. When one considers what an 
immense amount of good trade papers have done, it is only sur- 
prising that so few business men, comparatively, avail themselves 
of the many advantages and privileges placed at their disposal 
so generally and at such a reasonable price. While there are, of 
course, and always will be, papers of little or no value, there are 
on the ather hand a number which are really good and helpful. 


As a matter of fact, no business man can really afford to be 
without several good trade papers. It would, indeed, be well for 
him to subscribe to at least half a dozen just as soon as he can 
afford to do so, for then he will learn to ‘discriminate between 
those which are good and those which are not, and the money 
which he spends thereafter for the purpose of keeping in touch 
with the methods and doings of those in other as well as in simi- 
lar lines will be more likely to be invested wisely. 

One cannot, however, acquire wisdom or knowledge by simply 
enclosing a cheque for the amount of the subscription. If this 
were the case all men would quickly find themselves on an equal 
footing; business would be a continual joy, trade papers would in 
very short order be nothing more or less than insurers of business 
success at premiums ridiculously low. Which, interpreted, means 
that trade papers point the way, if one will only devote a small 
part of his time to reading them. 

Few men are so busy that they have no time to read trade 
papers. The evenings at home cannot be spent to better advan- 
tage by him who wishes to achieve the greatest possible success 
than in reading one or more in an understanding way. Right 
here comes the rub—in an understanding way. And it is because 
a great many men do not know how to read a trade paper that 
they do not read them at all. They look for something that will 
fit their particular case, and if it does not immediately appear, 
they come to the conclusion that the paper is not worth while, 
and lay it down, to their own direct loss. 


Now the right way to read a trade paper, or any other kind 
of paper, for that matter, is to place one’s self in a state of mind 
which may be termed both perceptive and receptive. By doing 89, 
one will perceive that which is of value and store away where 
it may readily be found when wanted, instead of reading the 
articles as if they were just so much reading matter which must 
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he read somehow or other. Then, that which may be read be- 
tween the lines, so to speak, is often of much greater value than 
that which is printed, and the reader should always be on the 
alert to see and feel such things. Because an article is supposed 
to interest, primarily, retailers, is that any reason why a mail order 
man should not read it? Hardly, for it may contain a suggestion 
worth dollars upon dollars to him. To offset this, it frequently 
happens that retailers can learn much from what was intended, 
in the first place, for mail order men. 

So it is in all lines. Everywhere pointers abound. One need 
only train his powers of discrimination, and all the wealth of 
thought from far and near is at one’s service at a nominal price. 
And this wealth of information cannot possibly be otherwise than 
of decided benefit, properly used.—Printer’s Ink.

JOHN A. ROEBLING CORPORATION, TRENTON, PLANS TO 
CONSTRUCT TOWN OF ITS OWN. 





Kinkora Selected as Site—One Thousand Toilers’ Families to 


Reap Benefit of Experiment. 


John A, Roebling’s Sons Company, Trenton’s great wire and 
iron manufacturing corporation, is to be built at Kinkora, ten 
miles south of Trenton, N. J., a private city for the housing of 
its employees. 

Arrangements were completed recently for the erection of three 
workingmen’s hotels and nearly a hundred private dwellings, 
in addition to the big hotel and half a hundred private dwellings 
already erected. These buildings will be used exclusively for 
the housing of the company’s employees who will work in the 
new rolling mill plant soon to be put in operation at Kinkora. 
The building of the mill and the completion of the city will re- 
present an outlay of more than a million dollars. All of the 
work is to be done in less than a year. 

Paved streets, private water and gas plants, electric lights, 
schools, churches, a library and other adjuncts of a modern city 
will be provided by the Roeblings, all for the use of the working 
men. None of the property will be sold and all of the houses will 
be rented at a very moderate rate. 

Provisions will be made within the limits of the Roebling’s city 
for the housing of one thousand workingmen and their families 
at the start, and more houses and additional hotels will be 
erected as the demands of the place may require. In the new 
hotels the rates of living will be so moderate that men who 
work with the pick and shovel will be able to live in them 
and keep well within their means. The conveniences will be 
strictly modern and special attention will be given to the sanitary 
arrangements. 

For the married men. of the bosses and the skilled mechanics 
class model homes of various sizes will be erected. These houses 


will be substantially built of brick and_ stone. They will be 
equipped with all modern improvements. The hotels and other 
buildings will be lighted by electricity, which will also be used 
onthe streets. Electricity will be produced on the place and gas 


may be manufactured there. 
FS sn ne Kinkora will be the Roebling City Beautiful. This 
as been provided for in the laying out of the town. Each of 


the streets 


will be one hundred feet in width, with ample side- 
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walks. All houses will be erected well back from the curb lines, 
with grass plots in front. Trees will be planted on each side 
of every street and each house will have its own flower beds 
and shrubbery. Each house will stand alone, with plenty of aif 
space all around it. 

The new town will be provided with a complete system of fire 
protection, including pressure mains, water to be supplied from 
a stand pipe eighty feet high. This is already built and is in 
the very centre of the city. Another important feature of the 
town will be the street cleaning department. Great care will be 
taken in the sewering of the place, and no mosquito and malaria 
breeding pools will be allowed to exist. The whole city will 
be governed by a code of rules yet to be formulated by the cor- 
poration, and persons who refuse to abide by them will be ex- 
cluded. 

The Roeblings, in the expenditure of this vast sum of money 
to provide cheap and at the same time delightful homes for their 
people, believe they will be repaid in that they will secure better 
results from the labor employed. If the experiment proves a 
success it is likely that the idea will be extended there and de- 
veloped in other places where the Roebling plants are located.

THE SOUVENIR HUNTER. 


“A home for aged hotel employees could be supported in fine 
style from the losses caused to hotels by the souvenir fiends,” 
said the manager of one of New York’s big hotels. “No matter 
how great precautions the management takes, the drain goes on 
steadily, and, indeed, it seems to be increasing. The souvenir 
hunter not only takes silver spoons, but forks and knives. Sil- 
ver cream pitchers and sugar bowls are especially in demand. 
Nor does it stop there; glasses, towels, match boxes, table covers, 
soap dishes—almost anything that is movable and wears the ho- 
tel’s name is likely to be missing. I even know of one case where 
a pair of lace curtains were missing from the window after a 
woman whose social movements are of sufficient notice to be 
chronicled vacated a suite of rooms.” 

At a recent wedding one of the presents to the bride was a 
complete set of silver, which bore the names of hotels in New 
York, Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia and Washington. It was 
presented by three of the bride’s girl friends, and they even 
boasted of the chances they had run in getting some of the larg- 
er pieces out of the dining rooms. They were proud of the teat, 
and would have been indignant had any one questioned their 
morals or the honesty of the proceeding. 

Another young woman has a tea table entirely furnished with 
“stolen” china and silver. There is a story with every cup, and 
the hotels cover a trip half way around the world. She almost 
got into the clutches of the Berlin police by taking a silver mug 
from a famous restaurant in the German capital, her escape be- 
ing entirely due to the willingness of her escort to pay several 
times the value of the article and tip every one in sight. 

There are women who have collected trinkets of this sort and 
come by every specimen honestly. If they see a decorative plate 
or a monogram spoon they desire, they go to the office and offer 
to pay for it. If they are good customers or have occupied an 
expensive suite, the management generally refuses to take pay 
for the souvenir. Strange as it may seem, however, there is 
not the same interest in a collection gathered in this legitimate 
way and without petty larceny risks. 

The Pullman Company has long suffered from those who want 
remembrances. They had an interest in a soap mine out in 
Arizona or some other Western State a few years ago. The soap 
in the toilet rooms of the sleeping cars on a number of railroads 
was just as it come from the mine. 

It was beautifully colored, and passengers began to ask ques- 
tions. No sooner did they learn that it was a mineral soap than 
they wanted a souvenir. ‘Lhe company could not supply the 
porters with enough soap to go around and had to abandon its 
use. 

Another change in the equipment of sleeping cars is almost 
entirely due to this class. For years the berths were numbered 
in brass on a strip of plush which could be hung from the cur- 
tain rail. Travelers found them interesting mementoes of their 
trips, and when the porters were not’ looking tucked them into 
their grips. Now the numbers are fastened permanently to the 
curtains and a considerable annual loss avoided. 

The silver expense account of railroads operating dining cars 
is greatly increased by passengers walking off with the silver. 

Some of the roads, in an effort to stem the tide, issue most 
elaborate menus, generally having a cover engraved with a bit 
of scenery on the road. A series of these, neatly put up for 

mailing, is furnished to any passenger on demand, and the raid 
on dining car silver is becoming less fierce—Howuse Furnishing 
Review.

EXPORT COMMISSION HOUSES. 


There are a great many Canadian manufacturers who do an 
export business, a portion of it being done in an intelligent and 
satisfactory manner, and a great deal of it done with ungratifying 
results; and there are others who would like to engage in such 
trade, and who understand that certain trade formalities should 
be complied with, but who are in ignorance of them, and there- 
fore the New York Commercial, which gives a great deal of at- 
tention to the commercial affairs of that country, particularly to 
export trade when engaged in by manufacturers, offers some sug- 
gestions in that direction which are of equal interest to Canadian 
exporters. It says: 

There are in New York City upward of 300 export commis- 
sion merchants, says the New York Commercial. Most of these 
firms have their headquarters here, with branches and agencies 
in various parts of the world, but many are foreign houses with 
local buying agencies in New York. These concerns do an im- 
mense volume of export and import trade in all kinds of mer- 
chandise. Their relation to the import trade, however, has no 
bearing upon the subject matter of this article. As regards ‘the 
export trade, however, the commission merchants virtually act as 
purchasing agents of the foreign importers, buying only upon 
instructions from the foreigners. 

If a merchant in New Zealand, for instance, wishes to buy 
American baby carriages, he advises his New York commission 
merchant to that effect. The latter thereupon obtains prices 
and catalogues from all American manufacturers whose names 
he can obtain, forwards the information by quickest mail to his 
New Zealand client and awaits instructions. In due course of 
time the New Zealand importer instructs the New York com- 
mission house to order a certain quantity of specified styles from 
one of the manufacturers whose catalogues he has received. The 
commission merchant then forwards the order on his own blank 
forms to the manufacturer with full instructions for shipping, 
packing and invoicing. The goods are invoiced to the commis- 
sion merchant and the invariable custom among commission mer- 
chants is to take advantage of all cash discounts, which means 
that the manufacturer has his money in hand in ten days, or in 
most cases, before the merchandise actually leaves New York. 

The part of the commission merchant, therefore, will be seen 
to be mainly clerical. Very rarely does he have any voice in 
the selection of goods, and never does he have authority to place 





orders without instructions from his clients, and he cannot be ex- 
pected to buy goods until he has had instructions to do so, or to 
place quantities of merchandise in stock, and he certainly is too 
prudent to tamper with instructions from his foreign clients. He 
received his compensation in the form of a buying commission 
paid by the foreigner, and is under contract to give his client full 
advantage of all discounts offered by the manufacturers. 

In some cases where commission houses act as manufacturers 
agents, they obtain an extra commission for their services as 
selling agents, but as a rule they.cannot be counted upon for 
active work in the introduction of American goods abroad. Many 
of the more conservative houses regard it as beyond their privi- 
leges or duties to recommend or advise their clients as between 
competing lines. Their attitude has to be that of disinterested 
observance of all the demands and requests that come from their 
foreign clients. 

It will thus be seen that time spent by ambitious manufac- 
turers in an effort to persuade business from the commission 
houses might be used to better advantage. Instances are common 
of manufacturers starting out to conquer the world’s markets by 
calling upon the New York export commission trade in the expec- 
tation that the commission merchants would at once purchase 
large stocks of their goods and send them broadcast to their 
branches all over the world. The commission houses never do 
that, and the manufacturer who tries to make them do it only 
makes himself a laughing stock among them. Their trade 1s 
worth cultivating in every sense of the word, and every manulac- 
turer who. expects to enjoy any export trade whatsoever should 
by all means look for their business and insure their constant at 
tention to his line in anticipation of the time when they will have 
orders for his goods. But the manufacturer need not expect that 
he can send one of his salesmen to New York for a journey 
around the export district and see him returning to headquarters 
in a week or ten days with a book full of orders. 

A lJarge number of manufacturers seem to have 01 
conception of the functions of the commission house 
port trade. Many manufacturers enjoy a large volume o! trade 
with these houses, and fully appreciate their part in the busine 
and their methods of dealing with the foreign importers and the 
domestic exporters. On the other hand, the impression seems to 
prevail in some factories and offices that the commission me 
chants are big jobbers and general dealers for their own account 
Nothing could be further from the truth.
